Enable Grand Juries in Ireland to make Present- 
ments for Railways in certain Cases. 



[Note. The IV ords printed in Italics are proposed to be inserted 
in Committee.] 

W HEREAS there are many Districts in Ireland to which 
the Advantages of Railway Communication have not been 
and are not likely to be extended, under existing Cireum- 
stances : And whereas it would tend to supply the Districts referred 
5 to with Railway Communication if Grand Juries in that Country were 
enabled to present Money in certain Cases for such Purposes; but 
the same cannot be done without the Aid and Authority of Parlia- 
ment ; May it therefore lease Your Majesty that it may be enacted ; 
and belt enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
10 with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows 

I. It shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of any County in Ireland

a Rate of Twopence in the Pound to be collected in any Year off any 
Barony which shall be situate .within Five Miles from any Station 
on any Line of Railway : Provided also, that whenever any Barony 
shall be separately rated, either as being traversed by a Line of Rail- 15 
way, or as lying within Five Miles 'of a Station on any Railway, every

also, that .no Presentment shall be' made by any Grand Jury under 
the Authority of this Act, unless Two Thirds at least of the Members go 
serving upon such Grand Jury shall vote for such Presentment.

Provided always, and be it enacted, That the Rates to be 
made and levied under the Authority of this Act upon the Occupiers 25 
of rateable Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments in any County or 
Barony shall he separate and distinct Rates upon the Occupiers of 
such rateable Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments.

and the Directors, or any Two of them, shall, before the Rates or any

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of them shall be levied, sign the Declaration at the Foot of the said 
Form ; and such Book shall, after the Signature of the said Declara- 
tion, be received as Evidence in all Courts, and before all Judges, 
Justices, and others, of the Truth of every Particular so therein con- 
tained, and without Proof of the Handwriting of the Persons who 5 
shall have signed such Declaration, or that they were respectively 
Directors duly appointed at the Time of their respectively signing 
the same ; and a Duplicate of every such Book shall be deposited for 
public Inspection with the Clerk of the Peace of every County oil' 
which, or any Barony thereof, any Presentment Cess or Rate shall 10 
be leviable under the Authority of this Act. 



XIII. Before any Rate shall be levied under the Authority of this 
Act the Directors of the Company in whom the same shall vest 
shall cause to be given, in some One Newspaper published and cir- 
culated in the County in which such Rate shall be leviable, One IS 
Calendar Month's Notice at the least of the making thereof, and of 
the Place where the Rate Book in which the Particulars of the Rate 
so made shall have been entered or deposited, and may be inspected ; 
and after such Notice shall be so given it shall he lawful for any Per- 
son affected by the Rate therein mentioned, at all seasonable Times, go 
to take a Copy of or Extract from tile said Rate as entered in the 
said Rate Book, without paying anything for so doing; and in case 
the Person having flic Cg^Qciyg^f uicli Rate Book shall refuse to 
permit or shall not pehmt any PersofT so affected by such Rate as 
aforesaid to make a Copy thereof or an Extract therefrom, the Person 85 
so refusing or not permitting such Copy or Extract to be made shall 
forfeit and pay to the Party aggrieved any Sum not exceeding Ten 
Shtihngs, to be recovered as Penalties and Forfeitures are recoverable 
under the Railway Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845. 



XIV. Every Rate made under the Authority of this Act shall be 30 
paid by the Person in the actual Occupation of the Lands, Tenements 
or Hereditaments rated, at the Time of the Rate being made, and on 
his Detault then by the Person or Persons subsequently in the Occu- 
pation of the same Property from which such Rate shall be de- 
manded. « 



XV Where the Person occupying such Lands, Tenements, or 
Hereditaments shall be liable to pay a Rent in respect of the same 

, n f 1 m Ct fr0m Slldl Rent ’ for eaoh Poulld of the Rent which he 
shall be liable so to pay, One Half of the Sum which he shall have 
paid as Rate in respect of each Pound of the net annual Value . 
whether such Rent shall be greater or less than such net annual Value’ 
and so m proportion for any less Sum than a Pound. 

XVI. Where 
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XVI. Where any Person to whom Rent shall be payable in respect 
of any rateable Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments shall also pay 
a Rent in respect of the same, he shall be entitled to deduct from the 
Rent so paid by him a Sum bearing such a Proportion to the Amount 

5 of Rate deducted from the Rent payable to him as the Rent paid by 
him bears to the Rent payable to him. 

XVII. In all Cases the Receipt for Rates to be levied under the 
Authority of this Act in respect of any Lands, Tenements, or Heredi- 

' taments shall be accepted by every Person entitled to receive Rent in 
10 respect of the same, in lieu of such a Portion of Rent as the Person 
tendering such Receipt is hereby entitled to deduct from such Rent 
by reason of his Payment of the Rate for which such Receipt shall be 
given : Providedjalways, that no Deduction on account of any Payment 
of Rate under this Act shall be held to be a Discharge of any Portion 
15 of any Gale or quarterly or other Payment of Rent due from the Person 
entitled to make such Deduction, so as to prejudice the Right of any 
Landlord to recover the Possession of any Hereditaments by Eject- 
ment for Nonpayment of the Rent thereof, in any Case where the 
remaining Portion of such Gale shall be unpaid, but it shall and may 
SO be lawful for such Landlord to proceed for the Recovery of such 
Hereditaments by Ejectment as effectually as if the entire Gale or 
quarterly or other Payment of Rent out of which such Deduction is 
hereby allowed had remained wholly due and unpaid : Provided also, 
that no Deduction shall be made from any Reutcharge granted by way 
25 of Jointure, or any other Rentcharge or Annuity granted, limited, or 
devised for a Life or Lives in being only, or for Years determinable 
on a Life or Lives in being. 

XVIII. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer of any County from 
Time to Time to amend any Rate by virtue of this Act, by inserting 
30 therein the Name of any Person who ought to have been rated, or by 
striking out the Name of any Person who ought not to have been 
rated, or by raising or reducing the Sum at which any Person shall 
have been rated, if it shall appear to him that such Person has been 
underrated or overrated, or by making such other Amendments 
35 therein as shall make such Rate conformable to this Act; and no 
such Amendment shall be held to avoid the Rate : Provided always, 
that any Person who shall be aggrieved by any such Alteration 
shall have the same Right of Appeal therefrom as he would have had 
if his Name had been originally inserted in such Rate, and no such 
40 Alteration had been made ; and every Person whose Rate shall be 
altered shall be entitled to Seven Days Notice in Writing, to be 
left at bis usual or last known Place of Abode, in Ireland, of such 
Alteration, before the Rate shall be payable by him.

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XIX. It shall be lawful for any Person who shall think himself 
aggrieved by any Hate made upon him in respect of any Lands, 
Tenements, or Hereditaments under this Act, to appeal for any 
Cause or Cause of Complaint for which and to any Court or Courts 
to which it is or may be lawful for him to appeal against any Applot- 5 
ment for County Cess or Grand Jury Rates made in respect of the 
same Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments; and every such Court 
shall hear- and determine such Appeal, and adjudicate thereupon in

be made under the Authority of this present Clause the same or the 
like Notices shall be given, and the same Recognizances shall he 15 
entered into, and the same Acts and Steps shall be done and taken 
respectively, and within the same or the like Periods, as would be 
necessary or requisite in case the Appeal were against the making or 
levying of any such Rate for the Relief of the Poor as last aforesaid. 



XX. So soon as the Grand Jury of any County shall have pro- 20 
sented any Sum or Rate in aid of any Railway, pursuant to the Pro- 
visions of this Act, it shall be lawful for the Directors of the Railway 
Company in whom such Sum or Rate shall vest to cause the Names' 
of the Treasurer, Clerk erf tto-Eeaee, , and Secretary of the Grand 
Jury of such County to be placed upon the Register of Shares of 35 
such Company, as joint Holders in trust for the said County of such

20 levied off such County or Barony, as the Case may be, for the Year 
next ensuing- after every such Payment, shall bo credited with the 
Amount so received as such Dividend, Interest, Bonus, or Profit. 

XXII. So soon as the Shares of any Railway Company shall have 
been paid in full, in which the Treasurer, Clerk of the Peace or 
-IS Secretary to the Grand Jury of any County shall be registered as 
Shareholders m trust for such County or for any Barony therein, 
pursuant to the Provisions of this Act, and such Shares shall for the 
Period of Fourteen Days at least hear a Premium of One Pound 
upon the. full Amount represented by each such Share, then and in 
oO every such Case it shall be lawful for the said joint Trustees and 
they arc hereby required to sell, dispose of, and transfer, at the 
highest Market Price of the Day, every such Share held by them as 
such Trustees : Provided always, that it shall not be lawful for the 
said Trustees to sell or transfer any such Share at a less Premium 
35 than One Pound net per Share ; provided also, that the said Trustees 
shall not he required to sell more than Fifty Shares in the Capita] 

Stock of any One Company in any Day. 

XXIII. All Monies received from or on account of the Sale or A __,, raK 
Transfer of any Shares as last aforesaid shall be applied to the Pay- of Monies™ 
40 ment, Satisfaction, and Discharge of any Mortgages or Debentures 
which may be due and owing for or in respect of the said Shares, or 
of any Rates presented in anticipation of such Mortgage or Shares 
, 63. C 
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in aid of the Railway Company in which such Shares shall form Part 
of the Capital Stock ; and when and so soon as the full Amount of 
the Mortgages or Debentures due or' owing in respect of such Shares 
or Rates, together with all Interest thereon, shall have been paid off 
and satisfied out of the Proceeds of such Sales, then and in every 5 
such Case till Rates presented in aid of the Railway shall cease and 
determine. 

XXIV. The Powers of this Act shall extend and apply to Railways 
and Grand Juries iu Ireland only. 

XXV. In citing this Act in other Acts of Parliament and in legal 10 
Instruments it shall be sufficient to use the Expression “ The Railway
